Artiſts, *or of Neighbourhovd to rhe Sea, Convenient Ports, Good- 
neſs of Shipping, great Numbers cfRich Merchants, aud Tradeſmen 
( who have beyond others a Natural Gezizs of Underſtanding the Mi- 
ſtery of Trade, ) Able Mariners, Proviſion of Viftuals, &c. All which 
happily concur in, our Dominions ( divided from all the World beſides 
by a Wal! of Water) as if God and Nature had deſigned this land for 

the Grand Market of the Univerſe. 
Nor only the Increaſe of Seamen, and Shipping ( thoſe Bulwarks of 
the Brittiſh Empire,) the Incouragement of ManufaRorics, but the

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_ Wherefore fince Schools, Cuntverfities, Inns of Court and Colledges 
have been EreQted for the Advancement of Arts and Learning with Res 
galations and Tyſpefors for the better Government of their ſeyeral Facul- 
ties, Which are out of all Compariſon with the Fruits of a duety regu- 
lated Trade, by which they are all maintain'd: And withall conkiles - 
ing that this Great Lady ( affeRing Freedom and Security hath no In- 
clination to continue under the Arbitrary Power of France, nor the 
uncertain Fate of /70/land ; with whom ſhe hath reſided only as a So- 
journour ) ( notwithſtanding -ſhe - hath been yery highly careſs'd and 
embrac'd by them ) is ready to eſpouſe both our Intereſt and Nation, 
and with her-ſelf- bring in Dowry the Treaſures of the World; if we 
would but youchſafe ro give her a ſpeedy and kind Entertainment ; 
being; very ſenfible of the great Advantage we give her, not only by 
our Free Enjoyment of Ciyil Rights, and Properties, bur by: knocking 
off the Shackles upon Conſcience, rhe Continuance of which ſo long 
Depopulared rhis Nation, both by diſcouraging Ingenious Perſons 
from Reparing hither, and by. forcing thoſe of our own Country to 
ſeek Freedom elſewhere, or cramping the Induſtry of others that re- 
main, by rendring them a prey to eacn other : Which deadly Wound 
did not end here, but Debauchery and Prophancneſs were increas'd *to 
Tuch a Degree, that the Nation was diſſolved in Luxury, and Intempe- 
rance, whilſt the French had the Wit to take the Advantage of our 
Negligence, by Encouraging Induſtry and Commerce ( which all the 
While we were Labouring to overthrow and undervalue, ) By which 
"means chiefly he is become ſo troubleſome to us, and ſo dreadful to 
Jome of our Neighbours. | | 
' How abſolutely neceſſary is it then thar all poſſible endeayours be 
'made” ( as the Examples of our Neighbours Succeſsful Induſtry, and 
our awn Sloth and {Sf tnprovemen warn us*) to ſtudy the ableſt 


Means and Methods & Improvement of 7rade, to be conſidered and 
diſcuſſed by proper Judges of the Caſe, (viz. a Select Soczety or Con- 
.mittee of Traders accordingly Skill'd and Experienced: } By which 
"meahs we ſhould ſoon feel the warm Beams thereof extending their 
Bountiful Influence over the whole Kingdom. 

Upon the Fitneſs of Perſons choſen depends the Good or Ill Succeſs 
of this Great. Deſign. For, the Arts-Man is ever the beſt Councellour 
in his own Profeſhion, and every Honeſt Able Man is ſafeſt tro he Credi- 
ted in the better Improvement of the Miſtery he profeſles. If rhe by- 
ſineſs of Salvation be in in Debate, we apply our ſelves ro ſome pro- 
felling the Miniſtry : If the Diſpute be concerning the Title to an Eſtare, 
'we delirc the Judgment of a Lawyer : If Sick, we Conſult a Phyfitiax : 
So when the 7rade of a Nation is tobe Secured or Adyanced, the Mer- 
charts and Tradeſmans Advice is queſtionleſs beſt able ro accompliſh the 
ſamc: For let any Vers'd in Trade but reflect, how many Interfering 
Accidents belong tFthat Miſtery, and how many various Shapes eve- 
'ty Branch of it hath taken, before it arriv'd to Perfeftion ; and they 
will conclude ir impoſſible for Noblemen and Gentlemen not Educated 
in Tra/e, ever to Arrive at a perfe&t Underſlanding of the Matters in 
(_ucſtion; for want of which their Judgments are Abus'd by Clamour, 
Importunity, Prejudice, Partiality, or ſome other prevailing Bias ; and 
ſeldom o= never if the Matter be of Importance: enough to require De- 
batiaz, com? to a right Deciſion ; to he manifeſt Abuſe of the People, 
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Danimage of the Nation, and Diſparagemenr of that Council of Coms 
mittee. 1.3, M6 

Therefore that the Pre ominancy of that mary headed-Monſter Pri> 
vate /»tereft, that hath ſpun ſo fins a Thread, and twiſted it ſelf into 
ſo many Diſguiſes, may not infrivate any Prejudice againſt this Pro- 
poſal : 'This Eſtabliſhment will be no ways an Infringement of Reyal 
Prerogative, nor any Intrenchment upon: the Priviſedges, or Invaſion 
of the Province of our High Court of Parliament. On the contrary, it 
will be an uſeful Aſſiſtance and Eaſe to both, more eſpecially co that 
Council, neceſſarily Subminiſtring ro them, in the due Inſpection and 
Inquiry into Matters, and Things, which cannot ſo fully fall' under 
their Cognizance and Examination, and accordingly be mote Reputa- 
bly and Commodiouſ] handed up to them for their Approbarion : 
Th:ir Doors and Ears being always open to the pooreſt Perſon, that 
ſhall offer any thing of publick Advantage. 

This Commitre muſt be Capable of opening a yer much fairer Light, 
and Inſight into 7rade, ( with Submiſſion ) even to the Wiſdom of Par- 
liaments themſelves; who may thereby be the better enabled to Re- 
dreſs all thoſe Male-Adminiſtrations, and Non-improvements of Trade, 
which through the difficulty of Acceſs, and the Multiplicity of their 
other Afﬀair and Fatigues, cannot ſo eaſily fall under a ſufficient Par- 
liamentary __ | 

It is an Infallible Truth that we cannot long continue as we are ; 
And that we can never Me/zorate but by this, or ſuch like Method as 
here propoſed : Without ſome ſuch Helps and Succours as may be 
drawn from hence, we muſt go from one Diſtration tg another, till 
we come to be utterly deſtroyed. So thar if the Earneſt ExpeQations 
of the People be diſappointed, by making uſe of Unſuitable Expedients, 
the Ship of this Common-Wea/th ( which by Embracing the propoſed 
Methods may be in a fair way of entring into a Safe H/arbour ) on the 
contrary will be criven to Sea again in a Storm, and muſt expect ano- 
ther favourable Wind to fave it, and God knows whether ever that may 
come. For the Poize and Ballance of Afﬀairs is not now as in for- 
mer Ages. The Bulk of Fraxce is grown toe unweildy for the reſt 
of the World ; and we have ( morally ſpeaking) no hopes of Redemp- 
rion, from being enſlay'd by her, if any yet greater Weight be added 
to her Scale.

It is humblp pzopoſed. That the Parliament make an At to com- 
mand the Sheriffs of London, to give Notice to the ſeveral Merchan- 
dizers ( hereafter mentioned ) to meet at a certain time to chuſe 4nns 
ally Repreſentatives, by a PBa/lating Box, to fit at Guildball in London, 
as a Conmittee fully Authoriz'd and- Impower'd to Enquire and Exa-« 
mine into all Matters relating to Trade. 

The Reaſons for C—_— Repreſentatives by a Ballatirg Box 
appear : Firſt, In thar jt is umbly conceived that the Parliament are 
not, nor can be ſo proper Judges of the Abilities of Perſons fit to ſerve 
in this Commiſſion as 7raders, moſt of the Members of that Honour- 
ble Body being ſuch, whoſe Occaſions never led them into any deep 
and intimate Acquaintance with Affairs of this Nature. 

Beſides, ſhou'd they be otherways choſen, it might create a Jealous 
{ that they were not a free Committee, but under the Influence fo

from making thoſe Diſcoveries, which they would otherwiſe do: wi 

And it wou'd be of unf ble Satisfaction to Inferior 7raders, and

' leſs than giving up our Nacks to a moſt certain Slavery, War and only 
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War is our Common Security. Peace made up with an Enemy, whoſe 
Power is too ſtrong, and his Fidelity too weak, is only a Cobweb- 
Lawn to break through at pleaſure, and a Reconciliation of Friendihip 
with ſuch a Prince, is the only means to Impower him to be a more 
dangerous, becauſe then a more — Enemy. Should Fraxce in her 
preſent heighth of Greatneſs give aCeſſarion to her Hoſtillity,as undoub., 
tedly herCircumſtances as formidable as now now they are, would gladly 
Embrace, and pothbly her ſelf make the firſt Court for a Peace, (how 
Inglorious a. one to us I will not determine ) 'tis certain She can neyer 
give a Ceſſation to her Ambition.: And 'tis as certain that War is only 
Rak'd- up, not Quench'd, when the Coals of Ambition are ſtill Glow- 
ing, that at any ;conyenient Rupture may fer it freſh a Blazing. To 
_ that A/pirer that ſo viſibly aims at-Univerſal Monarchy, Univerſal Peace 

can be no more than Diiguiſe.and Straragem. The Snake in the Grafts 
is but too notoriouſly to be ſuſpected under ſo falſe, how ſeemingly fair 
Bed of Flowers. In ſhort, in any preſeat Accommodation with Fraxce, 
her holding her.haad will be no other than to take Breath to enable her 
to make a {tronger Blow. | 

Thefc Unaſwerable Truths conſidered,all Thoughts of preſent Peace 
with France carry that pernicious Face, that the Conſequences muſt be fa- 
tal. For any {uch Peace will be more grieyous than a State of War. For 
our Neceſſary and. Continual Warchfulneſs and Caution under ſuch a 
Peace would put us to ſuch a Charge, ſuch a Lingring and Continued 
Expeance, that muſt be Infinitely more Frightful chan the whole Load of 
a Vigorcus and Puſhiag War. "Tis true, we may Flatier our ſelyes 
with a ſhort hope of Reſt, but thcn,we muſt ſleep in Armour, if we 
think to wake ſafe. ; | 

Thus far appears the Viſtble Neceſſity of Continuing the War with 
France, as to our Safety. © Now ler us conſider the Motiyes for Conti- 
nuing that War, as to our Profit and Advaniages we ſhall receive from 
ir. If it were poſſible a preſent Peace could be made with France, even 
without the foremeation'd Frights and Hazards, That Safety and Secy- 
rity ſhould to hemm us round, that that Turbulent Monarch ſhould give us 
no Terrours nor Alarms; and conſequently give us ſome ſmall Retrench- 
ment of our Cautionary Charge and Expence, yet what will be the. Hlue 
of chis Peac ? Firſt, We reſtore him the Free Trade with Fngiazd ; 
in which Frarce receives Immenſe Sums per Annum of our Money more 
and abuve our Commerce in Goods Exchang'd with them. Next it will 
reſtore him all that free Commerce again with the reſt of the World, 
which during the War, has been fo contiderably Curtail'd, to the Intire 
Eafe of ail his now groaning Subjects, ro the heartning his Tir'd and: 
Fatigu'd Armies, and to rhe full Repleniſhing of his own (ar preſent Ex- 
hautted ) Treaſures : And if at this Ebb of his Exchequer, with all thoſe 
E::cumbrances. he is able to ſtand againſt the United Forces of Chriſten- 
dom; V; hat will ſeveral Recruiting Years of Peace add to his Po c: : 
bur the rendring him ſo much yer ſtronger, as ro ſtart out again into 
ſome new War, and pour that Torrent upon us,{(when leaſt {uſpett.d, 
and when we are leaſt provided ) which all Frgpe may not be able rt: 
ſtemm, And what then follows, Ler our moſt dreadful Apprehenſions 
imagine. | :

Infinite is the 
Reputation this little Ifſand hath formerly atchiey'd abroad, upon as 
many ſeyctal Accounts as flie has had occaſion to. Employ- her Sub- 
jedts in Foreign Actions.

nor Shipat Sea, 1 would net be chought a Bautefer and Incendiary, by 
perſwading to continue the War, did I not from my Soul believe, thar 
the Embraging the Methodbhere propoſed would: abundantly Enable the 
Government 'to fapport the Charge of it, and that a Peace at this time, 
would Jnirodnce, far greater and more certain Calamitics, For if the 
French King, either by Force or Fraud. ( for he's for any Game rather 
than be Idle ) Extends his Conqueſts through the Confederacy, wecan 
expect no ozher favour bur 40 be the Jaſt Devour'd, or baſely Impos'd 
upon, Let-us therefore purſue our Reſglutions, and take the Advan- 
tazes that are now -put info. our hands by EreQting ſuch a Commizze, 
We may if we pleaſe make the War it ſelf Spbminiſter to Trade: and 
be a means of Enlarging Ours, whilſt at, the ſame time we belt'rhe 
French out of -7 heirs, Belides, Can we, boat of any thing we eyer 
got by a Peace with Fraxce 'Tis ro be,artributcd ro our Improvidente 
alone, they have got ſo much by the War Had we prevented their 
raking our Merchant Men, france had been gar before now, and 
War had caded, They have ſupported. themſelves at' our Expence : 
Had we heca more Careful, they had been leſs Powerful. The very 
Ships he hath taken from us hath ſerycd to Equip his Royal Navy, and 
fo-much Epcqurged his Privateers, that they arc become the Nurtery 
of all his Scamen, withpur which he hed never been able co ſend 145 
Fleetto Sea. Nay, 10 haugpty is he grown by rhele Succeſſes, that 
he hath ofttn threatncd roLand an Army uppn Ms, and Inyade us with 
our own Ships. '. In ſhort; '9ur Lofis waintain A very. great Charge 
of this War: For if our. own Manufactures had been carefully Pro- 
rected out, 'and the vaſt Number .of Ships and rich Merchandizes, 
that by our Negle@ only, he has zaken fxom us, been ſafely wats 
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ed Home, the Produdt thereof would more than have paid all the Ex? 
pences of our Wars. So that if theſe Miſcarriages are provided as 
gainſt for the future,it is impoſſible but that the War muſt be more Be- 
neficial to us than Peace : Seeing it is beyond Contradiction, evident 
that our Commerte There, is as Miſchievous to us, as Advantagious 
to them: Whether we reſped the Open or Clandeſtine 7rafick. Firſt 
in the O_ by the vaſt over-Ballance of their Commodities, and 
next in the Quality, Thoſe which *they receive from us, being alto- 

echer Neccſlary and Uſeful for them whilſt we Import nothing thence ; 
Pas what we had better be without, and ſuch; which if our Vanity 
did not conſume for them, 'muſt in Effect periſh on their hands to the 
Infinite prejudice of that King and People. 

Bur if there be a Neceſſity that our Luxuty muſt be indulged, there 
is nothing to that pes that France could attord, which the Induſtry 
of our Friends and Confederates cannot ſupply us withal : Having of 
late in their ſeveral Countries ſet up the ſame ManufaQtories ; which if 
the War continues, will be ſo Eſtabliſhed, that -ricicher we nor they 
ſhall ever ſtand in need of being beholden to France for them again, to 
the Utrer and Irreparable Damage of that Xingdom. And thereby we 
ſhall vent greater Quantities of our own Comrtiodities in return for 
what we reteive from them : Whilſt our 7rade with France did nothing 
bur furniſh us with 7rifies in Lieu of thoſe vaſt Sums of Sterling they 
have from us. And though we ſhall in a great Meaſure Enrich ſeve- 
ral of our Confederate Neighbours, as well as Advantage to our ſelves; 
yet it will never put them inco. ſuch 4 Condition of doirig us hurt, as 
our 7rade with France hath done. 

Let us then embrace the offer'd occaſion, which by Improving our 
Trade, and Enriching the Nation, will afford us freſh, and almoſt cer- 
tain hopes of kay < utider the Conduct of a Daring and Couragious 
King, who ſeems to be 4 Bleſing from Heaven beſtow'd. upon us to re: 
advance the Engliſh Spirit, which the Luxury and Effeminacy of the 
Late Reigns had Stifled and Debauched : The ſucceſs of whoſe Arms 
Abroad has been obſtructed by nothirig more, than our uſing unſuit- 
able Methods, and improper Inſtruments in the Mariagement of our 
Aﬀairs at Z/ome: Atid not ſuffer our ſelycs to Slumber in a Dangerous 


Indiffererice, till Invincible Miſchiefs awake us, to fee our Neighbours 


SubJu'd, our Trade Expir'd, and a 7; riumphant Enemy at our Doors. 
And rhen I doubs not bur that ſince the Safetics both of Us ind our 
Allies are floating in one Comrtion Bottom, and Fortifid by Mutual 
Intereſts, our Joint Deſigns being vigorouſly puſh'd on, the Ballance of 
Chriſtendom, will ſoon be reduc'd to its proper Standard, and England 
once more able to hold the Scales of Europe.” 
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
